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This week the Literary Society inaugurated a 
series of Inter-faculty debates. The first is to 
be between the Faculties of Law and Applied 
Science, and will take place on Friday, Nov. 8. 
We understand that this is to be followed 
by one between Arts and Medicine, and that 
the winners in these two debates will then 
“ play off.” 

We are gratified to see the progressive policy 
that the society is adopting this year, and we 
trust that their efforts to increase its sphere will 
be crowned with success. 

It is unnecessary to relate here the benefits 
which such a society confers upon its members, 
but there is one thing that may be mentioned. 
Among many students it has been the impres- 
sion that this Society belongs purely to the 
Faculties of Art and Law and that undergra- 
duates from other Faculties are eligible. This 
is by no means the case. The Society is a 
University one and is open to all members of 
all faculties. 

The new plan of Inter-faculty debates is a 
move in the right direction, and it is to be 



hoped that next Friday will witness a good 
audience assembled for the first debate of the 
series. 



As noted in the Outlook of last week, an 
effort is being made to organize anew the Glee 
and Banjo Club, and a report of the first 
meeting will be found in another column. The 
attempt to revive the association is a praise- 
worthy one and deserves the support of all 
musically-inclined students. Five or six years 
ago the Glee and Banjo Club was one of the 
most popular and prosperous societies in the 
University, and had over forty members. 
Under the direction of a good instructor, it 
rose to a high state of efficiency, and, besides 
holding numerous concerts in Montreal, it was 
customary to make an annual trip to some 
other city. These trips were so successful that 
one year it was decided to make a tour through 
Western Canada. The trip, however, unfor- 
tunately turned out a financial failure, and to 
it was largely due the downfall of the Club. 
Many of the leading spirits graduated shortly 
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afterwards, and interest in the Institution 
slowly dwindled away, until two years ago 
Club came to an end through lack of members. 

The affairs of the old Club are now, we 
believe, satisfactorily settled. There is ample 
talent in the University to ensure a first rate 
association, and, judging from the interest 
shown at the first meeting, success for the new 
organization may be predicted. 

We notice that in some of the Faculties 
committees have been appointed for choosing 
the Fourth Year class-pin. We approve of the 
idea of a Senior pin, l)ut if they aic, in the true 
sense, a class-pin and a badge of seniority, whv 
should the securing and wearing of them be left 
until the very last of tlic year when the l)Oys are 
about to leave College ? It seems to us that a 
great deal of the pleasure that would result from 
wearing this pin is lost by the fact that it is not 
worn until we are about to leave and to associ- 
ate with those to whom the pin has no meaning. 
Most of the Colleges decide upon this matter 
at the close of their Third Year, and wear it 
throughout their Fourth, and it is like a stripe 
on the sergeant's arm or a star on the officer's 
shoulder, a badge that shows at once the hon- 
ourable positions we hold amongst the student 
body. It appears to us that this is the true idea 
of a Senior pin, and we would like to see it in- 
augurated at McGill. Let it be talked over at 
the Class meeting, and, if found desirable, re- 
ferred to the Alma Mater Society. Think it 
over and talk it over. 



In another column will be found a report of 
thejndignation Meeting that was held to dis- 
cuss the alleged action of the Authorities in 
connection with two students who were arrested 
on Hallow’een night for some imaginary offence. 

As the matter now stands all are not in a 
position to know whether the report that 
appeared in the papers is correct or not, but if 
Recorder Weir was instructed to do as he says 
a new era has apparently opened at McGill. 
The students of the University have always 
enjoyed a fair reputation among the people of 
Montreal, and have won for themselves not 
only an honourable name as students of one of 
the greatest institutions in the world, but as 
gentlemen. 



The students of McGill are not brawlers ; they 
think too much of their Alma Mater to allow it 
amongst themselves, but when in a moment of 
weakness things are done that all regret they are 
perfectly willing to abide by the consequences 
and suffer the punishment meted out by 
the authorities whose laws they may have 
trangressed. But if our Governors, upon 
whom we look as protectors, are to step 
out of their province and edge on the law 
of the land to refuse courtesies that would 
not be denied the veriest drunk picked up on 
the street, we say, if this be true, the es- 
teem, confidence and respect in which we have 
held them heretofore will have received a blow 
that from which it will take a long time to re- 
cover. 

We ourselves, however, place little or no 
credence in the report, and this feeling is second- 
ed by a large number of the students. Surely 
McGill is in a position to punish her cwn wrong 
doers in a manner highly satisfactory to itself 
and we would be loath to believe that she could 
so stoop from her dignity as to call in the aid 
of a downtown police court to assist her in ad- 
ministering her affairs. 



TO HUDSON BAY IN CANOES. 

Sketches By Ax Uxdergr.adc.ate. 

A Stnu))iary. 

It is liard to realize, in these days of locomo- 
tives and steamers, that there still exists in cer- 
tain parts of Canada the same primitive mode of 
travelling which Champlain and the early Jesuit 
Fathers must have employed. Yet such is the 
case, and it may be of some interest to a few 
readers to have such travelling described. 

On the 1st of June, 1901, we left the ‘iine” at 
Missaubie and were at once practically cut oft 
Irom all communication with the outside world. 

W e travelled in four canoes, two large barks 
and two Peterboroivghs. 

Strung out in line, skirting the rocky, pine- 
clad shore, we headed up the lake, while the 
wonderful silence of nature, broken bv the quick, 
regular beat of the paddles, lent a most pleasing 
effect to the scene. 

After fifty miles of lakes, with two intervening 
])ortages, we entered the ‘Aloosini sipi.'’ a river 
of some size which drains the last lake of the 
series and eventually flows into the south-west 
corner of James' Bay. 

There is a drop of over a thousand feet in the 
three hundred miles of its length. 

W^e arrived at Moose Factory, the Hudson 
Bay Co.’s largest post in that district, on the 
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i8tli of June. Here we were delayed for a week 
while the rigging, ballasting and loading of our 
boat, a thirty-tive foot Mackinnon, was going 
on. This done, we entrusted ourselves to the 
tender mercies of James’ Bay. After many 
vicissitudes of fortune, and a rather narrow 
escape from being wrecked (of which later) we 
arrived at the mouth of the Lqutin river, some 
four hundred miles up the west coast of the bay. 

.\scending this river we went inland 150 miles 
and then branched off up the W’ashagami, a tri- 
butary of the Equan nmning almost due north. 
Following this stream we reached a series of five 
portages over the height of land into Sutton 
Mill or Trout Lake, about thirty-rfive miles in 
length and from three-quarters to one and a half 
wide. 

The lake is drained by the Trout River flow- 
ing into Hudson’s Bay. 

One of our canoes was sent down to the coast 
with an Indian guide and two white men. They 
performed the two hundred miles of very bad 
water in less than a week, rejoining the rest at 
the south end of the lake. We then retraced 
our steps, or, rather, strokes, to the mouth of 
the Equan, where preparations were immedi- 
ate! v begun for an attempt to reach Cape Henri- 
etta Maria in canoes along the coast. 

This, on account of wind, tide and lack of 
time, failed, but we were able to get within some 
fifty miles of our objective point. 

On the 29th of August we turned our faces 
homewards, and after a month and a half of 
hard, upstream work we emerged from the 
"wild and woolly woods,” October 17, 1901, 
thus completing a journey of about two thou- 
sand miles and a residence in ancient Canada of 
four months and a half. 

So much for a bird’seye view of the whole trip ; 
now for more detail upon certain points. 

RUNNING THE R.APIDS. 

Gradually a mere murmur grows into a per- 
sistent roar, and, as we approach nearer, we see 
the waters at the head of the rapid leap and curl 
in lines and dots of sparkling foam. 

Tenchi, the guide, a man of powerful and beau- 
tifully proportioned frame, rises in the bow. 

“ Paddle ! paddle !” he calls, for we minst have 
headway to steer, and must travel even faster 
than that rushing mass of angry waves. 

Straight as a rod Tenchi stands, balancing 
himself in the bow, while he scans int.entl\' tiio 
fast approaching rapid, and marks the position 
of stones, of heavy water and of eddies. 

Now the first chute catches the light bark and 
whirls her on ; with a shout we dig the paddles 
in, and fast and furious stroke follows stroke. 

Blinding sheets of spray fly from the bow; the 
canoe heaves upward on the top of some huge 
wave, or, jdunging down, dashes a crest of foam- 
ing water over the side. 

But keep your eve on Tenchi. With great, 
powerful strokes he pulls the bark across the 
■stream, avoiding by a mere, hair’s breadth dark. 



foam-encircled rocks. Now on this side, now 
on that, he pulls or pushes, his motions quick as 
flashes, and his eyes seeming to note and calcul- 
ate the strength of every chute. 

Suddenly there is a crack, distinct above the 
roar of water, and Tenchi, dismay expressed in 
every feature, turns sharply round. “A paddle, 
quick, mine’s broke !” But too late ! The canoe 
loosened from his restraining grasp, though 
only for an instant, shoots sideways and misses 
the narrow opening, then flies irresistibly on 
towards a ledge of jagged rocks. 

In vain with cries of dismay we attempt to 
stop our bark. A moment’s pause, then, with 
horrid crunching sound and jar, we strike. The 
bow, all broken in, rises on the rock, and we are 
hard and fa.st. the mad water rushing wildly by. 

This was just an “occasion,” but it was a dan- 
ger which was imminent in every rapid. We 
remained stuck in’ the rapid for some twenty 
minutes, when we were at length rescued by 
the other canoes. 

SAILING ON JAMEs’ BAY. 

Across the mouth of the river a long glisten- 
ing mirage seemed an impassible barrier. 

We decided, however, to attempt to skirt the 
west side of the ice floe and then make for the 
open sea beyond. For three days we played the 
Flying Dutchman in eighteen miles of river, 
dodging mud banks, sailing now^ south, now 
north, w’orried and harassed by fogs, head-winds 
and calms. 

At length our sails drew' with a gentle south- 
west wind, and the good ship, “Minnie,” sailed 
on, out into the unknown. 

Some distance out we were surrounded by a 
.shoal of porpoises, their great white bellies- 
showing sometimes within oar’s length of the 
boat. 

A little later we disturbed a flock of ducks, 
many hundreds in number, who flew shore- 
wards, fiUing the air with their melodious songs. 

rile mirage of ice had now become a reality; 
the shining w^all seemed without a break but for 
a small channel close to the coast. 

Great bloclp of ice floated by, and the air w'^s 
chill with their close proximity. 

But the sun shone bright and clear, the beau- 
tiful emerald sea sparkled with dancing wave- 
lets, and the dreaded bay appeared as quiet and 
safe as the Dead Sea of Palestine. 

lhat night, however, as we lay anchored in 
the lee of a sand-bar, with tight battened 
hatches, we were struck by a terrific storm from 
the south-east. The gale howled and tore 

, ^ P'nffeted by the waves, 

the Minnie” ’shook, creaking in every joint, 
heaved upward, rolled, pitched and tossed. 

\A ith eveiy fresh burst of the furious wind 
our hearts beat with a corresponding fear. 

Towards morning the storm abated, but a sea 
of angry, foam-crested waves and dark, lower- 
ing clouds presented a most sinister appear- 
ance. We started, however, with closed reefed 
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sails, beat out round the bar ami headed north, 

running free with a heavy sea 

But as we sailed down between the coas a 
iee, gradually leaving the lattei to t le g 
rear, we were enveloped in a dense og, i ,i 
that to see more than two boats length ahead 
was impossible. Over our heads the thunder 
crashed and roared, rolling round and lounc. 
Down came the rain, sheet after sheet, torrent 
after torrent. Aliout us were treacherous sand- 
bars; tbe ice lay close by; the coast was un- 
known to us. -If 1 

For seven hours we ran on, flying before tlic 

storm in ignorance of how far we had gone. 

At last the sky cleared, the fog rolled by, and 
the thunder ceased. 

We had weathered the storm.

“ Now to plain dealing ; lay these glozes by.” 

— “ Love’s Labour Lost.” 

It is well known that modern methods of ad- 
vertising are often senseless and extravagant, 
and are applied in cases where one’s sense of 
propriety meets with a shock. In some ways 
advertising is becoming nothing less than 
blatant flattery, intended to influence a public 
which is only too ready to be taken in by a 
gloss of fine words and grandiloquent phrases, 
and these cheap methods of advertising when 
applied to literature do much to degrade it. 
The case may be represented by a ref^ereuce to 
the modern drama. In London, for instance, 
the advertisement of the best and greatest plays 
consist only of a card inserted in the papers, 
while the cheaper plays must be forced into 
public notice by gaudy and extremely inartistic 
posters — many of which verge on vulgarity. 
The fact that such plays and posters draw and 
amuse large numbers of people has caused many 
to point with derision at the so-called “progress 
of civilization at least as represented by the 
drama. Thus there is a certain class whose 
jaded appetities must be stimulated from with- 
out — who.se tastes are not developed by any 
personal bias or intellectual process of selection, 
but rather by the judgment of the publisher 
who has mainly one idea in view. 

***** 

The cause of these remarks is an advertise- 
ment appearing in several literary magazines. 
Were it not that the notice appears in a stand- 
ard paper and that the book is published by a 
well-known house, we would be inclined to re- 
gard the whole thing as a practical joke. 

“Sylvia,” the heroine, is spoken of as “the 
most beautiful woman in Europe”— thus at 
once arousing curiosity— and twelve artists 



“have each made a drawing expressing his idea 
of the charming heroine.” These pictures, of 
course, are all in the book, and the public is in- 
vited to buy this interesting work, to pass its 
judgment upon these fair ones, and then, as an 
incentive more enticing even than love of the 
beautiful, a prize of $500 is offered “to the per- 
son whose list comes neare.st to the choice of 
the majority.” Hurry all and obtain a copy, 
the edition may be limited !

In looking over a bibliography of Mr. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s works one cannot but be struck 
by the evidences of his strenuous intellectual 
life. Before the age of forty-three, in spite of 
many and arduous duties, he has published a 
list of works dealing with many phases of 
human endeavour. The principle of “oscilla- 
tion of attention ” must be strong in one who 
can turn from the heat of a political campaign, 
or from an endeavour to perform certain condi- 
tions of life existing in New York, to write a 
study of “Oliver Cromwell,” “Essays on Prac- 
tical Politics,” “The Winning of the West,” 
“American Ideals,” “Big Game Hunting,” and 
many others. It is perhaps the intensely prac- 
tical nature of these works, rather than their 
literary qualities, that lends them their peculiar 
charm.

UNDERGRADUATES' LITERARY SOCIETY. 

The meeting of the Literary Society on Fri- 
day, November i, was perhaps the best attended 
up to date of the College year. Before the 
opening of the programme, Mr. W. Johnson, 
Secretarv of the Society, read a communication 
from Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in which the Premier 
expressed his regret at not being able to accept 
the invitation to deliver an address before the 
Society some time during the term. 

Mr. T. M. Papineau, Arts ’04, began the even- 
ing's entertainment by giving a recitation, which 
was greatly enjoyed. We have to congratulate 
this gentleman on his elocutionary pow'ers. 

The subject of debate was: Resolved, that the 
Liberal Party merits the continued support of 
the people. The affirmative was supported by 
Mr. C. Adams, Arts ’02, and Mr. W. \\ adley, 
Law ’04; the negative bv Mr. W. Ogilvie, Law 
’04, and Mr. J. Archibald, Arts '04. 

Mr. Adams pointed out with some force the 
present weakness of the Conservative Party. He 
maintained that the Liberal Government had ful- 
filled every promise it had ever made, and gave 
a glowing description of the present prosperous 
condition of Canada under that Government. 
The tariff and the question of expenditure were 
also deftly handled — to the manifest glory of the 
Party in power. 



Mr. Ogilvie, in reply to the former speaker, 
asserted that “the weakness and corruption of 
the Conservatives were no proofs of the worthi- 
ness of the Liberals.” He stigmatised the action 
of the present Government with regard to im- 
migration. The subject of preferential trade, 
however, got the better of him, and he unfortun- 
ately wandered into the wilderness of figures. 

The next orator, Mr. Wadley, showed a keen 
’relish of anecdote. He compared the negative 
to anarchists, because they were “agin the Gov- 
ernment,” and he also likened it to the class 
known as respectables, renowned for poverty of 
action. “Tire Liberals,” he said, “have done 
many things that they did not promise to do.’’ 
This last statement was welcomed by Mr. 
.Archibald as favourable to the negative — the 
Liberals had indeed done many things that were 
never expected of them. It was his opinion that 
the light of prosperity shining upon Canada did 
not have for its source the Liberal Party, but 
was due to the suir of providence, which bright- 
ens all the world. After making one or two 
rather sweeping assertions, he acknowledged 
that “perhaps he was going too far.” 

After this the debate was thrown open. ]\Ir. 
Irving. Arts ’02, said a few words in favour of 
the affirmative with his customary warmth and 
emphasis. Mr. A. French, a most promising 
hreshman, espoused the cause of the negative. 
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After the stmiming up of the leaders 
ing decided almost unanimously ^

GREEK LETTER FRATERNITIES AT McGILL. 

The recent rapid increase in the number of 
Greek Lett’er Fraternities, as they are called, at 
McGill University is, to those who understand 
fraternities, a most unprecedented affair. As a 
usual thing; the invasion of a university by them 
is a slow process. The reason for this is some- 

causing considerable 
thing that has been 

debate in fraternity 
circles. By some it 
is thought that the 
great universities of 
the United States have 
suddenly realized that 
in Canada we have 
such a thing as a large 
ZETA psi. university, and the fra- 

ternities in these universities perceived a new 
field for operating, and rushed to it like miners 
to a newly discovered gold field. 

Of course, to by far the greater majority of 
the citizens of Montreal, the significance of the 
names, or even the exist- 
ence of such organization, 
is unknown. For these 
perhaps an explanation of 
the origin and cause of the 
movement would prove of 
interest. 

College students have al- 
ways shown a more or less 
marked tendency to form 
themselves into societies. 

Whether founded upon a 
national, literary or social 
basis, these organizations alpha delta phi. 
seem to have been coeval with the colleges them- 
selves. The first of these Greek letter societies 

was found at the Col- 
lege of William and 
Mary in 1776, and was 
called the Phi Beta 
Kappa. It was secret 
in its nature, formed 
for social and literarv 
])urposes, and held re- 
gular and fre(|uent 
meetings. However;, 
die Revolutionary 
War, raging in the vicinity of Williamsburg ili 
1779, caused it to cease operations.

Idii Beta Kappa re- 
mained alone until 1821, 
when a society. Chi Del- 
ta Theta, was formed at 
Yale University, and 
four years later, in the 
autumn of 1825, the 
Kappa Alpha Society 
was formed at Union 
College. This brings 
us to a period where the 
life of these societies was 
KAPPA ALPHA. assurcd thing. To 

attempt to enumerate them would be a large 
undertaking. Suffice it to say that from time 
to time the number increased, until at the pres- 
ent time there are sev- 
eral hundred of them 
now in existence. 

The name of each fra- 
ternity is usually com- 
posed of two or three 
Greek letters, as Kappa 
Alpha (K. A.), Delta 
Kappa Epsilon (A. K. 

E.). These letters are 
commonly supposed to 
Represent a motto un- 
known to all but the fra- 
ternity’s members, and 
w'hich indicates brieflv k.vppa epsilox 

the purposes or aims of the organization. Each 
fraternity has its own badge or pin ; some are in 
the form of a monogram of the letters of the fra- 
ternity, while others 
have a symbol repres- 
enting the name of the 
society. These are 
usually worn on some 
part of the vest or in 
the lapel of the coat. 

Of course, it is not 
necessary to state 
that each fraternity 
has its own house or 
meeting hall, and in 
the neighbourhood of some of the large univer- 
sities w’ill be seen two or three houses, built 
without a window in any of their four walls. 
Some of these Chapter Houses, as thev are 
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called, arc indeeil most magnificent structures, 
and are very handsomely furnished. 

There can l)e no doubt but that these societies 
are of immeasurable benefit to a univorsitv, and 
not only to the university, but to the student 
body as a whole. It is the endeavour of almost 
every student, on ent'ering a university, to be- 
come a member of some one or other of these 
fraternities. By so doing' he finds around him 
a number of fellow stud’ents who are ready at 
any time to render him any assistance he may 
need. Moreover, by the constitution of the fra- 
ternity he allies himself to, he is bound to ob- 
serve certain rules, and by the other members is 
prevented from doing anything that would tend 
to injure the name of his fraternity. In addi- 
tion to that, his literary and social education is 
looked after by his seniors. 



In a university like McGill, where there is no 
dormitory life, one sees in the fraterniti'cs the 
only approach to university life as it is under- 
stood in English universities. 

In November, 1882, the Alpha Psi Chapter of 
Zeta Psi Fraternity was organized at McGill. 

This was the first one to make its appearance 
here, and for fifteen years was the only fraternity 
at i\IcGill. In 1897 Alpha Delta Phi placed a 
Chapter here. Then in rapid succession came 
Kappa Alpha and Delta Upsilon in 1898, D.K.E. 
in 1900, and Theta Delta Chi in 1901. 

This completes the list of those in active 
operation at McGill. 

In last week’s Outlook we should have 
stated that the dance in the Science building' 
after Theatre Night, was given by the Professors 
of Arts and Science, not Sience alone. 






McGill II. vs. Britannia II. 

The McGill and Britannia intermediate 
fifteens met on the College campus Saturday 
afternoon, in a sudden death game, to decide 
the winners of the central series. The College 
men put up a superior article of ball, and won 
handily by a score of I4t9 4. Both teams played 
strong during the first half, and the contest was 
a first-class exhibition of intermediate ball, but 
in the last half there was considerable work done 
that was not football. In consequence, the 
referee instructed a number of men “ to go 
away back and sit down.” Many of the losing 
team did not appear to be able to accept defeet 
philosophically, and forgot about the ball in the 
desire to mark their opponents. And the Mc- 
Gill men did not hesitate long in mixing it up. 
It was unfortunate that so much scrapping was 
indulged in, as it marred an otherwise excel- 
lent exhibition. We have a well balanced 
team, who has good formation, and played hard, 
snappy ball all the time. The line was slightly 
heavier than the Britannia’s, and they used their 
strength to good advantage. The halves caught 
and punted well, and Captain Taylor was able 
to get the ball out to them when necessary. 
MePhee played a strong scrimmage game. 
Altogether, the team put up a first-class game 
of ball, and showed championship form. Stew- 
art played a remarkably fine game in Britan- 
nia’s backyard, with only very average support. 
He made a number of sensational runs, and it 
seemed to require a half dozen men to bring him 
down. The other Britannia halves did not 
play up to their usual form, and made a num- 



ber of disastrous muffs. McMaster, at quarter 
worked hard, and played a steady game. Both 
lines followed up well ; McGill were slightly 
stronger in the line-up, and broke through 
oftener. 



QUEBEC FOOTBALL TRIP. 

In one of the hardest and most unsatisfac- 
tory games ever played in the Junior series, 
McGill was beaten in Quebec by the small mar- 
gin of one point. 

In the first half, playing with the wind, McGill 
did all the scoring, though losing the benefit of 
a touch-down.
